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CHAPTER 11. 


Esaiulninir tiround, SIkhs, Etc. 


Kavlng round a tract abounding Id deer, the next tblng la to 
end upon wliat parilcular parte of It the deer are; for deer are 
ui)t geucrally dletrlbuted over the whole of a good range, and 
the provoking fact that the beet looking ground la often bare of 
game lequhe aa true of deer as of woodcocka or anlpea. You 
will therefore apend your Brat day to good advantage by making 
aa exploration of the ground and Inapectlon of algna the princi¬ 
pal object. For thla purpose go straight to the oak ridges, and If 
deer are plenty enough to bunt and the acorns have begun to 
fall, you will be almost certain to find tracks and droppings 
there. Pass on from ridge to ridge carefully, noticing the quan¬ 
tity, size and age of both tracks and droppings; but remember 
ihal a single deer will make a great deal-of sign, so that the num¬ 
ber of deer about must be determined from the age, size and 
varlqty of tracks and droppings, and from the area of ground 
over which they are scattered. Plenty of sign on two or three 
teres of ground amounts to but little, as it may all be made by 
one deer, and three or four deer will often mark up fifteen or 
twenty acres so that an Inexperienced person would think there 
were twenty or thirty. So too, the freshness of the signs Is very 
Important, for three or four deer may have tracked up eight or 
ten acres to-day, ten or twelve different acres yesterday, and so 
on back, until the whole looks like the work of twenty or thirty 
deer. Look also In the ravines and swales that lie between the 
ridges, the edges and open parts of thickets, along the bottoms 
toil data of little creeks and runlets, in and around the brushy or 
open beads of ravines, around the edges of windfalls, the brush, 
especially hazelbrush, along the edge of the limber, and all the 
blghest points of land In the limber. IPs not necessary to do 
this on a blundering or careless gait, but during all the time you 
may be keeping a sharp watch for game. I only mean that for 
the Brat day or two your principal object should be to learn 
about how much game there la, and where It la keeping and 
feeding. If deer are plenty enough to make It worth while to 
hunt, you will be apt to find plenty of sign In the course of a 
good day’s tramp. But don’t be at all Influenced by the fact 
Hut you have seen no deer, for you may have started a dozen 
out of your sight. Should you And little or no sign the flrst 
day It does not by any means follow that you are to leave, for 
the deer may bo on some other part of the range, on another set 
of ridges, etc. If the reputation of the ground Is good, the 
country very wild, scorns plenty and hunters few, you had better 
spend a day or two more In examining other directions, trying 
Ibe heavier timber, and If near a prairie, the outer edge of the 
timber and ihe dry grassy sloughs of the prairie within a mile or 
two, and then If you And little or no sign, It will not pay you to 
stay there. 


Should there be snow on the ground It will not only be muc 
easier to determine the number of deer, but It will pay you I 
stay for a much lees number than If the ground Is bare; provider 
however, that the ground Is rolling, a point of which, hereafte 
If there are patches of brush on the prairie near timber, loo 
there also.

American states and territories. It Is beat to learn flrst the wate 
lug places which may be quite far apart. But from the absent

yevy plenty. In the big woods of Wisconsin and the North 


west art average of ten to the square mile would be quite plenty 
and five to the square tulle plenty enough for good hunting on 
soft snow; while In many parts of the South this would be con¬ 
sidered scarce. If in the course of a day you can lump six or 
eight deer and see tracks or droppings about ever/ flfty or one 
buudred yards of your course, you may couslder deer quite plenty 
eiiongb for the best of sport. 

The next question Is, is the ground proper for bunting; and 
this is an Important point, and one that may most always be de¬ 
cided before the other, and at all events at the same time. 

Upon some kinds of ground very successful still bunting Is an 
Impossibility; while upon ground that f* proper for It there Is 
such a difference, that five or six deer to the square mile on one 
kind, will make much better hunting than twenty to the square 
mile on another kind of ground. The best kind Is timber which 
Is open enough to allow you to see from at least one hundred to 
one hundred and fifty yards In most any direction; free enough 
from uuderbrusb to allow you to walk easily without rustling It, 
yet brushy euough In places to afford good browse and good 
lying-down places for deer; and rolling enough to allow you to 
keep out of sight behind ridges, and look down Into hollows and 
baalns. Ground that Is very brushy or quite level Is very dlflflcult 
to hunt by any person alone, and had better be avoided entirely 
by the novice, as his lot wlli bo almost certain to be vexatious 
disappointment. But bruaby ground may often be hunted to ad¬ 
vantage by two or more persons; and If there are plenty of open¬ 
ings or paths through it, and If deer are plenty, It will pay to try 
It at early morning, late In the evening, and all day, In the height 
of the “ running time.” 

As a rule the more rolling the ground, the shorter the breaks 
and higher the ridges, the better; though if extremely so it may 
make your shots too long aud the traveling too laborious. The 
prettiest of all ground to hunt Is bard wood timber broken Into 
ridges and bluffs from flfty to one hundred feet high. Such 
ground most always contains plenty of acorns In the Fall, plenty 
of bruah and windfalls In the basins and flats; while the tops of 
the ridges are generally clear enough of brush to allow still move¬ 
ment of tbe hunter, and allow him a good view In nearly all di¬ 
rections. Whether you bunt In timber or open country, the 
nearer your ground approaches this in character, the better your 
chances. 

And now having selected the best ground, what are you going 
to do? Go gandering along through the woods with your eyes 
fixed about fifty yards ahead, looking for a big calf-like object, 
standing broadside, In a nice open place, at twenty paces off, 
waiting patiently for your bullet! Most likely you will, If lelt to 
yourself, do Just that thing. 

CHAPTER III. 

The .Senges of the Deer ttiid the Hunter, 

Before you waste any time In looking for deer, with your head 
full of Ideas derived from deer bunting in pictures aud on 
powder flasks, etc., It will pay you to consider well the senses of 
the deer, and what you have to meet them with. Of course you 
already kuow in tbe abstract that the deer la an animal naturally 
timid aud shy; but you have little Idea of the practical extent 
of this shyness. Where deer have been little hunted It Is not 
much of B trick for a good,cool shot with very little eiperleDce,to 
kill one on ground where they are at all plenty. But such ground 
la now very rare, and you will probably get upon ground that la 
much hunted, and where deer that were tame ten or perhaps five 
years ago, are now very wild. Though you will get fewer ahoU 
on such ground. It will be much the best for you to learn on, If 
you will only have the patience. And even here you may knock 
over a deer or two at the very outset. Ae smoog meu, you occa¬ 
sionally find one without aenae enough to last him over night, so 
there is an occasional fool of a deer; you may also stumble over 
one Just fresh from tbe most rural regions of the range, that has, 
perhaps, never had a chance to see a man. All animals, too, re¬ 
lax at times their vigilance, and one will sometimes almost 
stumble over the wildest of birds or beasts. 

Perhaps the very worst thing that could betide you would be 
to meet one of these Idiots and bag him on your first bunt. Few 
things are more fatal to ultimate success Id still hauling, than to 
get the Idea In your head at flrst that you are already au/ail. 
It Is almost ss ruinous as the Idea that you are a poet. T.ie 
teachers yon want are disappointment, vexation, and humilia¬ 
tion. If these cure you of hunting, tie well; for then you have 
no hunt In you, and the sooner you quit It the better. But If 
you have any of the true spirit of the field, defeat will only In¬ 
spire you. You will study your failures and learn more from 
them than you would from success, and they will arouse you to 
double care, double energy, double keenness and double hope. 

It Is the nature of the deer to be coustautly on tbe watch, and 
this nature Is amazingly developed by being atlll-huotcd, and 
some of tbe senses of the deer are the most acute of all aulmal 
BeuBes. 

His nose Is generally ranked by hunters as of the first Import¬ 
ance to avoid, and this Is often true. But where much hunted, 

I think his ears are the keenest of hU senses, and the principal 
thing that makes him so hard to approach. These become sur- 
prislogly acute with persecution. I have often seen deer Jump 
from their beds and flee at race horse speed before I was within 
200 yards of them, when I am positive that a man could not have 
heard me at twenty yarda, when I could hardly hear my own 
cautious footsteps with moccasins In the soft show, when I did 
not touch a bush or twig, and when the breeze was coming from 
tbe deer toward me; and examination of the deer’s bed and my 
own position, proved conclusively that he could n,^t have seen me 
even If standing up Instead of lying down as he was doing. They 
hear the packing of the snow under the foot or the faint crushing 
of wet leaves and twigs under the snow. It la more probable 
that they hear both, for they will hear faint crushing of leaves 
and twigs on bare ground quite as far, even when perfectly wet 
aa when under snow. It la certain that sounds that seem more 
audible to you, such as tbe scratching of bruah against your 
clothes, does not alarm them at such a distance aa taint sounds 
from Ihe feet, though all noises must be avoided. It must not 
be Inferred that every deer will hear like this, but you must hunt 


upon the assumption that all are liable to. You will sometimes 
get a shot when walking carelessly; but draw no concluslous 
from such ezceptloue. Although a deer may be sometimes care¬ 
less, never presume upon that fact In hunting one, and never 
omit your caution, except aa hereafter directed. 

The deer knows, too, as well as a man, the distance of sounds 
and Is hardly ever deceived. The Bound of an axe and falling 
trees and voices at half a mile will not disturb him in the least 
while the crack of a twig at 100 yards or the grinding of snow 
under the foot at 200 yards will often send him flying. They 
cannot of course hear so well on a windy day, any sounds from 
the leeward, but sounds from the feet must still be avoided as 
much aa possible. Where you cannot walk without noise, aa In 
crusty snow or thick brush. It Is generally Idle to try to get a 
close shot except with a cowbell or horse, or both, as hereafter 
directed. 

The nose of a deer is also very keen, and this keenness Is de¬ 
veloped quite early. While hunting once on a very hot day I 
sat down to rest at the mouth of a little canyon that led Into a 
larger one. There .^ras at the time no wind that was perceptible. 
I had been seated abhut two mlnutee, making do noise whatever 
when a sudden crash and “bump, bump, bump” of hoofs from up 
the little canyon brought me with a bound to my feet, and I saw 
two half grown fawns tearing up the canyon about lOO yards off. 
On examining the ground I found that they had been lying In a 
thick bunch of sumac brush about eighty yards distant, and had 
sprung several feet at the very flrst bound. An Intervening rise 
of ground showed plainly that they did not see me while the 
two minutes that elapsed between my sitting down and their 
springing, showed quite as plainly that they did not hear me. 
From my knowledge of the ground and the utter absence of 
hunters or others upon It, I feel quite sure that these fawns bsd 
never before seen or smelt a man. This keenness of scent In¬ 
creases with age and especially with persecution, until It gets 
almost Impossible to approach deer close enough for a good shot 
from the windward aide. Still there are times when the scent of 
a man does not seem to alarm them; though this Is more 
probably due to the casual existence of cross-currents than to any 
Indifference or bluntness of tcent on the part of the deer. Also 
when running or moving they will often come right Into the 
leeward of a man and may come very close, too, without showlug 
any alarm If the man keeps perfectly still. And where they gen¬ 
erally see few men on horseback or lu wagons (and sometimes even 
when they often see them) they will frequently stand for a while 
quite unconcerned at both noise and scent of man and horse. 
But these exceptions must never be depended on; for where you 
see one stand still, three or four probablyslip off before you even 
get In sight of them. 

The eyes of a deer are nearly as dull as those of a dog to make 
out an object at perfect rest; provided however, lAat they have 
taken no alarm. Hence If you keep perfectly still a deer that 
has taken no alarm can hardly tell you from a stump at seventy- 
five to one hundred yards off, and much less If you are sitting 
down, and If be la moving may almost run over you in timber or 
brush if yon keep still. If alarmed, they can, especially oo tol¬ 
erably open ground, make out a man quite well If standing up, 
and pretty well even If sitting down. But the eyes of a deer are 
marvelously quick to detect a motion, and the fact that they are 
generally staudlug still or lying down while you are to motion, 
gives them s great advantage over you. So keen Is their sight In 
this reB|)«ct that when they have taken the alarm It Is nearly use¬ 
less to try to get a step closer after you get within the eye range. 
And thla range too Is very wide. If you can’t back out and go 
around out of sight, shoot from where you flrst sec him. A deer 
not alarmed may however be approached within eye range If he 
Is feeding or loafing about, but It la always a ticklish business, 
and wo will leave It for after consideration. 

Not only can they detect a very slight motion, but can do It at 
a surprising distance. I have seen deer Jump from their beds, 
160 yards off, before my whole head came lu sight over a ridge. 
They must have noticed the slow rising of my bat over the crest 
of the ridge. Your movement across the trunks of trees they 
catch almost Instantly If In eye range, and for this reason white 
clothes are of little use for hunting on snow In very heavy timber. 
A deer that has been started watches behind with an acuteness 
that generally makes It quite useless to follow him, and where 
much still bunted they will watch their back track without wait¬ 
ing to be started. 

And now let us consider your senses. In the flrst place your 
nose Is not worth a cent, unless you are hungry; and then the 
deer must be cooked. 

Your ears are also of little use; though on brushy or bard 
ground they may help you to discover a deer that Is feeding or 
moving, and are often useful to guide your eyes and legs when 
you have Jumped a deer. Your hearing Is not to be despised, but 
should be cultivated as much as possible. 

Your main and only sure reliance Is your eyes, and these should 
be flrst-class. If you are very near sighted or very weak sighted 
you might ss well give up all hope of becoming au expert; for 
though you may be a fair shot and may see very well perhaps, 
with glasses, you will be quite certain to lack that quickness and 
wide range of sight that Is Indispensable to good success. A 
deer hanging up In market, standing In a park, or stuffed lu a 
museum, Isqulleessy to see. But In the ground where he genet- 
ally feeds, aUnds around, and lies down, especially In brush or 
heavy timber, be Is, wheu at rest, one of tbe hardest of all objecte 
to catch with the eye. Sometimes a dim blur In a thicket; some¬ 
times a brown, grey, or nearly black spot far away on a hillside 
or ridge; often only a dark, or grey, or brown patch among tree 
trunks or logs of nearly tbe same color; sometimes a pair of slen 
der legs visible under s huge fallen tree; a few tines of a pair of 
antlers looking like dead sticks In a distant bush ; or a 
pair of delicate ear tips Juat vlalblc above grass, weeds or brush; 

It takes SD eye naturally keen and well dtscipllued by practice to 
discover one before It Is Just too late to shoot. The sharpness of 
eight required to see a squirrel when hlddeu In the leaves of a 
tree-top, the hare In Its form In the weeds or briars, tbe ruffed 
grouse sitting motlouless In a tree close by the trunk, or the 
woodcock on the Autumn leaves ahead of the dog, Is well known; 
but an eye that can do all this will often pass directly over, nay. 
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even rest for an Instant on a deer standing or lying In brush, or 
even quite open timber, without knowing It. 

Often It la Impossible for anyone to see them, “ 
are lying down (and sometimes when standing up) In wMfalls. 
old pine slashings, thick brush, and even 

when It is not rolling enough to allow you to ‘*^,7 

them. So when they Me In the long slough grass of the prairie, 
and In hot weather when they lie In the shade. Of course they 
will sometimes be In such position that any bltKkbe^ 
them ; but most of the time It will require the keenest 
aud care A Rood glass la a great help in a large open couotr> , 
but be careful^ut depending too much “ ‘“"J IlXu“ar 

It except when you have to. In heavy Umber It Is of UtUe use, 
though^If you are bound to carry a lot of traps anyhow. It will 
do no harm, and will occasionally come In play. 

And now we are about ready to take the field, but let us Bret 
see whether the day will do tor still hunting. For, recollect 
there are some days when you might almost u well stay at home^ 
Such are the still, warm days of Autumn, when you can hear a 
squirrel scamper over the dead leaves 100 yards away,

Tbe season opens May 1 for brook trout, and June I for gray* 
Hug. There la an Interesting fact connected with tbe history of 
tbe brook trout In this section that la worth mentioning. Twenty- 
Uie years ago there were no trout In tbe streams now abounding 
luthem. Grayling (then unknown to the Ichthyologist as having 
its haOiial In Ihe state) were found In tbe Jordan, Boyne, and 
other streaiiia. but from all we can learn fiom tbe oldeat inbab- 
luut, lime were no trout. It remained for a Chicago lumber¬ 
man, a New Rliglaudcr by birth, to make known to the angler 
tbe discovery of the trout. Exainlutng tbe region west of tbe 
present line of the G. R. & I. R. R , In the vicinity of Torch 
Lake, where the irlbulurles of Rapid River Intersect every 
quarter recllun of land, he stopped to quench hla thirst In one 
of these little brooks. Stooping over, his long beard touched tbe 
Water, when, with a swift movement, a flsh darted away from 
under the log on which he stood. He was at once struck with 
the unusually rapid movrineuts of the fish, and thought it worthy 
of luveellgallon. With the ailk thread with which his bandana 
haiidkerclilef waa hemmed, (or a line, a cedar branch for a rod, a 
bcol pin for a book, and a white grub from a log near by for 
halt, he cautiously approached the spot. Tbe moment the halt 
touched tbe eurface he bad an elegant rfee, and after a few fail¬ 
ures landed a due trout 

This was twenty years ago. It did not take long for the news 
to gel circulated among tbe anglers of Chicago and Detroit, and 
Uiuiiy visiied the streaiustbe next season, but not until the Grand 
Raptdfi ifc Indiana R. R. was opened up, did tbe streams become 
famous. 

The discovery of tbe grayling, I am Informed, by Mr. Cadman, 
of Detroit (one of themosi thorough sportsmen In America), was 
made about 186U. The Indiana called them tbe “ Ush with the 
wing-llke-tlc,’’ truly, a preity name. The deer shcolcrs in the 
Au Sable country used tu capture them with a bit of red flannel 
attached to tbe book, but considered them of no particular Im¬ 
portance other than that they afforded good eating, and were a 
pleasant change from a steady diet of bear and venison steaks. 
i)r. Parker, of Grand Rapids, waa, 1 believe, the flrst one to prop 
erly classify tbe flsh, and to publish the Important fact. Other 
eminent authorities followed up the Investigations, and now there 
la DO more highly appreciated sport for tbe angler than that of 
grayling Ashing with tbe artificial fly. 

The principal troui streams are tbe Boardman, rising In Kal¬ 
kaska county, emptying Into Traverse Bay, at Traverse City. 
Kalkaska, or Mayfield Station, on the G R. & I. R. R., are the 
best points from which to flsh this stream. Next we have the 
Rapid river, crossing the railroad near Kalkaska; then Cedar 
river, near Maucelona; then the Boyne, at Boyne Falls, from 
which point we also reach the celebrated Jordan river. Grayling 
are found In tbe Manistee river and Its numerous tributaries, tbe 
statlous most convenient being Tustln, Walton and Mauton; also 
In the Sturgeon and Pigeon rivers, which flow north, their outlet 
being one of the lakes between Petoskey and Cheboygan,for which 
leave the railroad at Petoskey, taking the Inland steamer route of 
Mullett Lake. 

1 have written this brief letter, this Ist day of April, because In 
the cliy of New York on this day there Is, each successive year, 
one of ihe most elegant displays of the jeiiua safmn ever seen in 
the world Mr. Eugene Blackford, the widely-known fish-culturlst 
of Fulton M.irki-t, Is, I believe, the father of this annual eiblbl- 
linii. Ill the West, shooting takes precedence; why, with such 
drilghifill waters, with so great a variety of Ashes, and all so 
easy ■ I Bci-err, should “ Uds be thus!" Let the anglers come to 
the front. Rambler. 


Michigan Fisu Notes. —Detroit, Mich .—Editor Chicago 
Held -.—Cur flrh at the hatchery do not show themselves yet, 
nor do I think they will tiefore the flret of May. Our flsh com¬ 
missioners have succeeded In keeping our batch back until such 
time as there can be no doubt of their coming to maturity. The 
United States Fish Commissi mers planted their batch In Janu¬ 
ary and February, and I do not believe there Is one of the plant 
alive at this time. So much for hatching wbite-flsh In spring 
water. Tbe legislature has passed tbe appropriation bill for 
the flsh comrolsslcn, allowing the commissioners the increase 
they asked for. They sre to have 115,500 for tbe next two 
years. Tbe hatchery at this piece will have to be rebuilt this 
season, and tbe one at Boyne Falls placed In working condition.

W. J. P., Palo, Mich.—1 wlah to deaciiba a case which reaalted Id the 
death of my valuable poloter Snap, and aak yonr opiofoo In regard to 
U. Tbe Arat 1 notlceo of bla aiokoeaewaa on Tburadav evening. He 
went out wUb me for a abort walk, hot did oot roo hdu play ae naoal. 
but merely trotted along and I could oot get him off a trot. While oot 
bo stopped once or twice to cough. He ale ble supper hit right, and 
Friday morning be came out of tbe kennel and walked to the houne, 
bnt acted eilff and did not seem to breathe natural. During Friday be 
ate nothlug. Saturday he did not leavo tbe kennel; bis breatblug waa 
worse and ne bad some cougb. I commenced giving bim acoolte for 
distemper, end also gave him a dose of oil. Sunday be waa worse and 
WHS dtacharglug some from tbe noeo and eyes. 1 gave biro an emetic 
and he threw up a mess of yollowisb looking roatUr and two llvo round 
worms. Monday he was worse, and laid all day without noticing any¬ 
thing, breathing bard and coughing coDsidoraole. Monday night be 
got cold and 1 thought be was going to die. I put mustard paste on bis 
Hides and mustard piasters on ols leet, and gave him a cough mixture 
of syrup of tolii and ultrate potassa. Tuesday he was no better; Wed¬ 
nesday could see no change; Thursday be was about (he same imtU 
eventug, when he got worse. In the evening I put a large smartweed 
poitUlce on bis luugs and gave him capsicum ana rum to warm him up. 
Friday be seemed a little better, l>ut cx)ughed conslderahle and breathed 
hard. The leaut cxerliou made bim cough. He aiso coughed after 
(Irlukiiig Saturday he seemed to breathe eaalor and discharged large 
qusutUloB of reddish looking matter from his noac;he aiso appeared 
brighter and noticed ibiugs more than be had for sovcral days. sTiioday 
murniiig he seemed to be Improving, but during the forenoon was quite 
(lueasy, getting up several times, sUhougb he was so weak be could 
hardly stand. Tu tbe altcrnuun be grew worse, breathing hard and 
short aud coughing considerable, and at four o'clock died. After his 
death a laigi quantity of hluod came from his mouth. During his ten 
days of Hickoesa he ate nothing, but drank water freely. I fed nlni raw 
eggs and beef broth. A physician here sounded his lungs about au 
hour before be died, and said he thought they were bepailxed, Please 
give me your opinion. Was It distemper or a severe cold otrtho lungs? 
Wbiit should have been tbo treatment. I would also add t^t about two 
weeks before be was taken sick he was out all one day and nigrit In tbtf 
suuw aud cold with a bound, and I thought perhaps be look a hard 
cold. Ans.—It was In our opinion pueuuionia from taking cold, al¬ 
though Itrouy have been distemper. The running of uose and cyexyou 
would got In pucuinoula as well as lu distemper. The worms did no 
harm. Thu early development of labored breathing was more marked 
than lung complications would be In distemper. Your treatment whs 
good hut oot given soon enough, though the emetic was bad, wbh weak¬ 
ening and rendered the stomach Irrltalile. a condition we always try tu 
Nvoir, and when existing Is very dlincntt to overcome. Emesis in 
such cases Is obsolete aud has long since been discarded from the 
regime of the modern scicntlAc pructllloner, ss it does nothing but de¬ 
plete wbeu all our muaiis now are employed to build up, kuep up slroug 
tbe whole body, especially the nervous system. 

H.. Charlotte, N. C.—My,setter hitch, not quite four vears old, Is 
sick, and I would like lo hove you prescribe for her. At. the coromeDcc- 
meut ol the quail season, lu early Winter, I found she could run bnt 
two or three hours at a time, though befuri' this she would run beauti¬ 
fully, she being very fast lu her work At the start she would be all 
right, apparently, but would soon fall, aud In a short time alter the 
first sign-of fatigue, would become so completely exhausted as to iie 
down. Coaxing would not move her, and I have been compelled to 
have her carried from tbe Acid. She wun very fht and having had hut 
little exorcise, 1 thought this was the cause of her exhaustion, so I fed 
hervor sparingly, aud allowed my friends to buut bur some. This re¬ 
duced her in Aoah, hut she could hanlly ever run over three hours, lu 
December a dry cough set in, which alwaya seemed worse at morning. 
She would nit on her haunches, congb flve or six times, walk a few 
HlepH. hold her mouth to (he ground aud try t«» vomit, apparently. Theo 
she would draw up tbe coruers ofher mouth aud emit watery looking 
stuff. I thought she bad worms, and gave her a few doaes of turpentlDS 
and castor oil. Appetite was variable, sotnetimes she could hardly get 
enough to eat. while at others she would hardly eat aDytbiug for days. 
Several weeks ago ahe t(H>k distemper, but as she did not seem very ill, 
I gave her nulhhig but i|iiiniue. About Ave days ago I noticed (bat she 
HlS'ggered aud shambied when she walked, aud lu two days grew so 
much worse that she could not walk straight at all, aud apparently 
could not see well. Now she can hardly siHDd or walk, and wbcD at- 
tcmpltug to do either, her hind quarters often swing around and fall to 
Ihe ground- For throe days past 1 have been giving her syrup of 
siurox; elix. cal. ferro; hiss; potass, cblatiiiciureaconite root Her coat 
looks dead and f'uzy. Ans.—She Ih suffering from nervous pruslratiou 
and wi.s all the time. t>ut It bae increased until it has attaiued to par¬ 
tial paralysis. Clip off tbe hair from her back from the poiuts of tbe 
hips to Ihe beglDuingof the withers, and blitter well wUh nitrate of 
silver. Give her pills composed of nux vomica one dram, iodide of 
potash and powdered gentian two drams each, simple syrup to mix; di* 
vide Into thirty pills; begin by giving half a pill morning and night 
for two days, then iucreaso to a whole pill morulug aud night fora 
week, then give on>‘ and a half for three or four days, then give two pills 
at each dose; continue ut (hat dose till you notice stiffness of legs and 
rigidity of muscles, then dlinfulsb each dose by one-half until the mini- 
Dum is reached, tbeu stop. Keep her quiet and give her oourishlug but 
easily digested food.

spooufal of elixir callaaya bark, Iron and bismuth morning and night 
for a week, but if be does not Improve on this, give PcTwIsre sointmn 
of arsenic In four or Ave drop dotes, morning and night, after eating, 
but do not give the arsenic nnlese It is necesaary. 

C. P. S , Richmond. Va.— I own a very Ane red Irish bitch eight 
months old; she bad distemper when two roonlbs old; since then her 
eyes have been ruDoing matter. Bhe la In tip-top condition; good appe¬ 
tite, but sumeiimeH couubs, as If she bad a mou In her throat, lam 
giving her three lableapoouafuls of cod liver oil a day, but thought you 
mighteuggest something better. Ans.—It U probable that ih'* 1i- 
Aammatlon of the nasal mombrAoes during distemper eitended to the 
lachrymal ducts and has plugged them up ho that the tears cannol pass 
Into the Doae as they should. Yon bad better onsult a good veierina- 
riau who will make a proper oxamiuatlou and treat the trouble locally. 
Thecoiigb may arise from chronic enlargement of the tonsils and sur¬ 
rounding parte. If they are enlarged they ought to be treated with a 
weak aqueous solution of iodine, but It shoula be prescribed by some 
one on the spot who can make a careful examiuatlon.

It Is not a pleasure to lue to see more from the pen of Leather- ^ 
head. Generally the minute examination which must precede a ^ 
criticism will teach something, but Leatherhead Is always so tl 
much after date with his truths, and so devoid of them, or like- j 
llhood, lu his predictions and deductions, that I have hitherto g 
always timshed a criticism of an article of his, with a feeling that ij 
the necessity of such criticism should never have been created B 
by the prlnltng of the same old hash, served up yet ouce more. « 
Such an article as that on Mr. Freine’s Buxton should surely „ 
have had the word “advertisement’' appended by the editor, h 
What Is It written for, hut to prove that Leatherhead has al- p 
ways advocated breeding from L.iveraek setters, and that Beau o 
of the Ball U a proof that he was right i W’hat docs it prove, « 
except that by the suppression of a few facts, right can be made n 
to look wrong, aiwl wrong right 1 Leatherhead would have us t 
believe, that it Is p.vrtly owlii’g to his writing that Laverack setter 
blood has been introduced to so large an ex'ent In the breeding y 
of English setters. Tbut is not the ease. The ground-work of p 
the breeding of the setters of the present day was laid before tl 

Leatherhead ever wrote a Hue on the subject, and he foundfas d 

an uualterable fact, all the best breeds of English setters crossed I 
with the Lavcracks, when, from the ouacurtty of breeding mon- i 
grel terriers, from (of course) the best pair In the world, he Hrst ji 
cam" upon the scene to celebrate his belief. First, In the Duke j 
aud Rhiebe blood. Second, that a Lsverack for either sire or ■ 
dam was a siur qua non. Third, that the nearer one could breed e 
to Laverack blood the better. Fourth, that when two celebrated e 
Held trial strains are united, and bring forth a dog equal to i 
Be.au of the Ball, the goodness of that dog Is derived from the 1 
amount of Laverack blood In him. S 

Beaten by force of facts off his second and third propositions, i 
he resorts lo the expedient of giving part only of the pedigree i 
of Beau of the Ball, and that part the Laverack side. If Leath- | 
erhead’s published list of Laveracks Is correct, in which he care- | 
fully excludes .Mr. Lort’s Laveracks (as I would too) then Beau ] 
of the Ball’s proportion of Laverack blood Is aa thirty-seven to ( 
sixty-four. That U about as far away from the Laveracks aa It ] 
Is possible to breed In this country, for the simple reason that | 
before the days of Leatherhead every breed of English setters | 
had been crossed to that extent with the Laveracks. The dlfB- < 
culty Is, not to get Laverack blood, but to get away from it. 
Leatherhead can supply plenty of Laverack blood, but I will 
defy him to produce or point to an entirely out cross of English 
aet'er blood with a hundredth part of the merit of, say, the Duke 
blood of thirteen years ago. 

Now since Leatherhead has Introduced Beau as a proof of the 
value of bis opinions and the Laverack blood, when at the time 
Beau was got he was advocating quite a different system of 
breeding, lot me point out that Dash II, Ranger, and a sister of 
Dan, are all to be found In Beau’s pedigree, and I assert that 
Leatherhead cannot name a single dog produced by a Laverack 
cross with any, not otherwise famous breed, which has produced 
a dog of half the merit of Beau of the Ball. The fact la that the 
general blind rush to cross with their sisters, cousins and aunts 
lu consequence of the victories of Countess, Nellie and Daisy, 
was an unfortunate fact, which did not leave breeders a single 
out-cross to resort to. A fact. It was, which forced In-breeding 
upon us, and made a preponderance of Laverack blood In every 
kennel lu this country an unavoidable consequence. Thus It 
happens that the most successful dogs In this country are bred 
with from one-half to three-quarters of Laverack blood In them, 
and it Is so because breeders cannot get further away from the 
Laverack blood and stick to the English setter blood at the same 
time. 

Leatherhead thinks it a proof of doubtful blood In a pedigree, 
when the merit of a family lies dormant for a generation or two, 
as It has done In the case of Ranger 11. That Is very likely true, 
and I should be amused to hear him try to reconcile thla with 
his previously expressed opinion that the Laveracks are the 
purest race of setters, for certainly the merit of that family lies 
dormant for more geoerations than that of any breed I have be¬ 
come acquainted with. The working powers of Ranger II were 
certainly nothing to brag about, but he was a king to most of the 
Laveracks of the present day, aod I altogether doubt whether 
there there are half a dozen Laveracks In America to-day which 
could beat him, and there are certainly not as many In England 
which could. If the merit of his family Is dormant In Ranger’s 
generation, which generation of the Laveracks Is It not dormant 
ini Where are the generations of the Laveracks equivalent to 
four consecutive generations, such as Duke, Dsn, Countess Bear, 
and Dashing Bondhu, or Duke, Dan, Norua, and Countess Rosel 
Leatherbead’s notions about breeding seem to have been de¬ 
rived from his experience with mongrel terriers (the best he has 
ever seen), which threw dogs of sll sorts and sizes In the same 
litter, from a sweet ladles' lap dog to a dog too big to run with 
hounds. Bethinks because his mongrels threw all sorts that Eng¬ 
lish setters did so too. Unfortunately for Leatherhead, he can¬ 
not ■with consistency, accept old Mr. Laverack as an authority at 
one moment and not at another. Just as the Ht takes him; but 
then consistency Is an unknown quantity to Leatherhead. Mr. 
Laverack wrote a book, and in It described many breeds of setters 
as being of certain types, which he could not have done had not 
the members of each breed been alike, one to the other. The 
cross with another breed has In every case broken the type, not 
of one side only, but of both. The crose used, being In every esse 
the Laverack, there Is no mystery In the unevenness of litters 
from such crosses. Instead, however, of being a thing of twenty 
years ago, as Leatherhead supposes. It was not so then, but began 
to be so with the blind ruah for Laverack blood. Naturally 
Bome of the pups followed the old breed, and some the new cross, 


more than others. The Ideal at which breeders are now aiming hr 
is not like any of these old breeds, nor like the Laverack of that wc 
day, or the Laverack of to-day and (although Leatherhead never 
saw the former) they are very unlike. •“ 

Most of my readers know what the Laverack of to-day la like, Bi 
but they do not know what the Laverack of Hfteon years ago was .N( 
like, nor docs Leitberhead, or he would not toll us of different be 
types In one litter. I remember Jet, Fred II, and Old Moll, or th 
Moll III, were all of one Utter. Jet was a curly dog, very much be 
more curly In his coat than uuy settere that are bred uow. Fred pe 
II waa a Hal coated lemoo aud white; a beautiful dog, but up- sa 
right In the shoulders, In that respect very different from Jet and Tl 
Moll; the latter was a black, white and tan 'ollch, with a great to 
deftl of black uj^od Iut, and but little wbltCy and that thickly dc 
spotted with black and Un. Now, those dogs were very nearly sh 
aa blB again as the Laverucka of to-day, and although they uc 
differed greatly, they did not differ In that. There Is only one re 
Laverack setter at the presout moment living of the size of this It 
old generation. I mean Mr. Pllklngtou’a Dash, and there is iil 
nothing else of the breed anything like hla size. In-breedlng fa 
has ruined the Laveracks. and I have seen by far too many signs ca 
that the Laverack crosses In this country have had enough of It, kl 
and In many cases too much. It la no secret, here, that our beat bt 
breeders are casting their eyes toward America for new blood, sh 
and several puppies of the Llewellln breed have already been vl 
brought from America. It Is a very pretty theory that breedcra ui 
can sit at home, and, without being sportsmen or breaking their hi 
dogs, can breed, and sell, and keep up, a valuable sort of Hporllng p( 
dog. A sbootlug In this country costa too much to make houest la 
dog breeding for sale a paylog business. Leatherhead has fouud ai 
a better plan; he and his followers, who breed from dogs who 
know nothing of work, must And other meaus to recommend vi 
them, and they do It by paper—paper-war, paper pedigrees. As m 
1 said before, It is a a very pretty theory, but It does not answer. \\ 
Short-horn breeders can do It to a certain extent, and to them It vi 
Is useful; It makes the flesh soft, and they want the flesh soft, 3, 
But setter breeders want the flesh hard. More than that, they ai 
want the hair hard, because It Is a sign of the texture of the D 
muscle. Flat and silky to look at, as you like, but hard the al 
hairs themselves must be, straight and thick like that on the best T 
Irish setters. The softness which is so much admired by some ai 

of our nou-sportlng English critics, is all wrong. Until the few g 

who do not know, learn that much, Held trials and dog shows will o 
never go haud-ln-hand and encourage the breeding of the same ri 
type of dog. * 

Leatherhead tells us that no one has owned better setters than o 
Mr. Field, and he then gives the names of some of them. Pass- c 
Ing over the fact that Leatherhead has often declared other dogs 
than these ’’the best,’’ how does he find the breeding of these n 
dogs support hls views of breeding as nearly as possible to the c 
Laverack) Not one of the dogs named by him haa more than halt 
Laverack blood, and some have none of It. Why Is It, too, that e 
in enumerating the best dogs Mr. Field has had, Leatherhead b 
does not name Duke, a dog I have often heard Mr. Field declare \

The forms of Beau and Belle of the Ball seem to have waked

breeding. They are more alike because of one. family, but 
worse because more In-bred. 

Then Leatherhead quotes the opinion of one of the beat Judges 
lu the world of foxhounds, to the effect that the old pointer 
Bang Is better put together than any foxhound be ever saw. 
.Now In the face of the well known fact; that foxhounde have 
been carefully bred, and lave had money and lime expended on 
them, more than polnterwln the proportion of more than one 
hundred to one, there le only one way to account for the greater 
perfection of a aingle pointer, and that Is, that nothing has been 
sacrlttcod for the sake of making all the l>ree<l of pointers alike. 

The fact la. It la wrong to breed any doga, except those required 
to run In a pack, for sorttneas or family llkeneas. The Ideal of a 
dog, to ran In a (laclc of forty, to kill one animal, not halt the 
size of either of the forty, la not a high one. Man would have 
nothing to boast of. Indeed, If the foxhound of to-day was the 
result of bis attempts to breed a dog to kill a fox, but 11 Is not; 

It Is the result of hls attempt to breed hounds which, when lun- 
iilng In a pack, arc alike, keep near together In pace, and are not 
fast enough to run down a fresh fox by sight. This being the 
case, the hound breeder le not trying to breed the heat dog to 
kill a fox, and the result Is, that without any more attention to 
breeding than Is given by the sportsman, without the help of dog 
shows and field trials, and simply on the principle of "the sur¬ 
vival of the fittest,” the pointer Bang as a dog, la superior to 
liny foxhound. Breeding for sorlloese means In breeding, and 
breeding a dog to kill a fox could never be so achieved. That 
pointer and Better breeders should attempt the parallel of the 
lattnr, not the former, will be admitted by all the imprejiidlced 
and disinterested. 

It appears now, that when Leatherhead wrote last year to ad¬ 
vocate the Bang and Drake cross, ho at that time knew that 
most of the best bitches in the country were being so bred from. 
We have seen one sueh litter result In one field trial winner. In a 
very small stake, and one crack show bitch from the same litter. 

So far, we have not seen the two qualities combined in the same 
animal, as they were In old Bang himself, and In some of hls 
Devonshire bred puppies. The entries for the Field Trial Derby 
show that, If the cross Is good It will be proved so this year. 
That they are two of the best sorts of pointers Is most certain, 
and the best doge and bitches of each having been bred together, 
good dogs must result ss a matter of course, but whethei a Bang 
or a Drake will be produced, is another matter. If not, the 
result will not be an advance In pointer-breeding, because It 
will tend to reduce the number of different sorts, which never 
ought to be done without good cause, and the great results which 
clever breeders always exiiect from a cross of fresh blood. 

Leatherhead should not compare Drake and Bang, because he 
never saw the former In his prime, nor until he whs old, and, 
compared to what he had been, slow and slovenly. 

Above I have shown that Laverack blood la so mixed up with 
every breed of English setters that In breeding Is now unavold.a- 
ble; we have got the blood, or rather, the blood has got us. 
Whether there are any native English setters good enough to 
cross with our English sorts, I do not know. If there are any 
good crosses which have escaped the rush on the Laveracks, they 
will some day soon, he of great value to cross with breeds which 
have already too much Laverack In them, and cannot otherwise 
escape from It. Had old Dan, the father of the Llewellln breed, 
gone on getting stock, things might have been different In that 
breed Dan became Impotent at about seven years old, and uow, 
at twelve, he is still being tried, I know, having had, T believe, 
something like twenty bitches without results. Now. we can 
get more Laverack blood, but there are no pure Dukes and Dans 
to counteract It, and If breeders are not very careful they will 
breed out the Duke nod Rhoebe, without a ghost of a chance of 
getting It back egal'n. At the present moment there are only 
two Llewellln setters In the world, I believe, without more than 
one-fourth .Laverack blood, while ninety-nine out of one hun*

Itaikiiig Pnppick. 

Mr. HughDalzlel vi I accept our thanks for a copy of hls 
recently-published book. “ British Dogs," which Is one of the 
best books on the dog « Mch has been published, as an evidence 
of which we copy the lohowing chapter on rearing puppies. 

Rearing may properly be said to begin with the bitch In pup, 
for unless she Is properly cared for, and kept In good health, she 
cannot be expected to produce strong, healthy pups, or to be In a 
alate to nourish them properly when born, and until such time as 
the? can feel tDdependent of her. 

On the proper nourlahment of pupa, and the careful guarding 
of them against the accldenta and dleeaaea U> which they are liable, 
the future of the dog largely depends; It la, therefore, a aubject 
demanding In sll pbaaee and detalla the conalderallon of the 
breeder, and hla conatant and practical attention. 
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Writing, aa I do, (or tbe Instruction of the inexperienced, and 
to give reminders and auggestlune to tt ^experienced, it iriil be 
convenient and of practical advantage to deal with the subject In 
detail, and first for consideration Is the treatment of 

Tht muh in Pup .—Breeders should keep a record of the visits 
of their bitches, that they may know when, If a bitch proves 
pregnant, she may be expected to whelp. As an aid to this, and 
in other kennel matters, dog owners are greatly Indebted to W. 
Kelsey—himself a successful breeder and exhibitor—(or bis 
" Kennel Record,” published by John Van Voorst tk Co. In it Is 
a table with double columns, one showing the date of visit, the 
other the day the pupa are due, calculating slxty-tbree days as the 
period of gestation, which is. In the very large majority of cases, 
correct. Having this knowledge before him, the owner has the 
line of treatment Indicated, as that may vary as time proceeds For 
the first two or three weeks no alteration whatever In diet, exei^ 
else, or work Is needed, except a slight Increase of food. If the 
bitch shows a desire for It. 

It Is a good practice to have the bitch thoroughly washed on 
returning from a visit to a strange kennel. 

Grooming should be pracliced regularly, and close attention 
given to the skin, so that the appearance of parasites, or of any 
eruption, may l>e promptly checked by appropriate measures being 
adopted, 

I have for sometime adopted the plan of giving a dose of worm 
medicine ab.mt the second or third week, and I think It Is bene¬ 
ficial, even If the bllch Is free from worms; the vermifuge and 
cooling medicine given following It does no barm, but good, and 
If, as is so often the case, these parasites are present, It lessens 
the chsiiccs of the pups being born with the germs In them, as 
they of 11.11 are, and have them developed whilst still In the nest. 
So far, this practice h&s been with me only experimental; but as 
I think It has hadgond resul's, and cannot do any barm. It a safe 
vermifuge Is administered, I recommend It to be tried bybreeder.t. 
I give s dose of Sprntt’s patent cure (or worms at the end of the 
Second Week, and If worms are ex|)elled I repeat the dose In four 
or five days. 

It Is not easy to tell whether the bitch is In pup before the 
fourth week has passed; by that time the teats begin to enlarge, 
and there Is a ridge-llke swelling between them. From that time 
forward the Bauks begin to fill out, and the belly becomes round, 
until about the seventh week, when It falls considerably, becom¬ 
ing pendulous, aud as the pups become due, Inclines backward. 

Exercise should be coutinued until the last, but after the first 
few weeks no hard exhaustive work should be done, nor violent 
exercise, sUcb as racing or jumping allowed, and during the last 
Week walking exercise only should be given. 

The bitch should be kept In good condition, but not fat or 
Reshy, for that not only Interferes with parturition, but Is apt to 
prevent the secretion of milk, and both produce and aggravate 
milk-fever, 

Bitches In pup should have at all times access to clean water, 
as some are, when In that condition, unusually thirsty. 

Many sufier from sickness when In pup, and these should have 
a wine-glassful of lime water In sweet milk two or three times a 
day. The food for the last four or five days should be sloppy 
but nuiritlouB, such as broth thickened with stale bread or bis¬ 
cuit, and a little cooked meat. 

Where a number of dogs arc kept, the bitch in whelp should 
be separated from the rest (or the last week, as she then be¬ 
comes restless, and Is anxious, looking out for a place she ap¬ 
proves. In which to deposit her young. 

Silectioit uf Place for Pupping .—This should be prepared for 
the bitch, tor If left to herself she will choose some out-of-the- 
way Inaccessible hole or corner where she cannot be approached 
or assistance given to her should It be required, or the pops— 
about which the owner Is sure to be curious—examined. 

I-et It be In a sheltered place, under cover, of course, with a 
hoard In front, not so high Ihst she will have to jump over it and 
possibly strain herself, but simply enough to add to the retire¬ 
ment of the. nest, siid to keep the bedding from being dragged 
out. It should be on a board lloor, and soft fresh hay Is the best 
bedding, bet there be ;ilenty of room, and the situation such 
that there Is perfectly free access and unencumbered action for 
owner or attendant, should It be ii. ce-sary to Interfere Where 
one dog only Is kept, and a wooden kennel provided. It should 
be of the pattern 1 recommended In 7'/ic CowUry some years ago, 
and which I shall desiTlIie further on; a kennel of the ordinary 
kind Is the very worst place a bllcb can pup In, as she Is sure to 
get to the far end, and neither she nor the pups can be examined 
without forcibly dragging them out. 

/'artui'itinn .—Heallby bitches In fair condition very rarely re¬ 
quire any help or Interference, and, In fact, the more they are 
left to themselves and the quieter they are kept, the better. 

In very difficult and protracted cases which exhaust the animal, 
doses of liquid ergota, a fiuld preparation of ergot of rye, admin¬ 
istered in a little water every half hour, la often of great service 
In accelerating the births, the dose (or a dogfiOlb. to lOOIb. being 
thirty drops. If the bitch Is very much exhausted, a very small 
quantity of brandy In a little gruel may be given. In wrong pre¬ 
sentations and esses of defonnity It Is always best to seek the 
assistance of a qualified veterinary surgeon. At all events, never 
Interfere loo soon In any case of prolonged or difficult partnrltion, 
aud never let a pretentious fellow. Ignorant of the anatomy of 
the animal. Interfere with force, ss they are apt to do. 

Treatment uf the Sneiliny Bitch.—Forthe first few days the food 
should consist of strong broth, bread and milk, oatmeal porridge 
and milk, and such like food, with but very little meat, and all 
should be given slightly warm. From the first, however, well- 
bolled paunch, being easy of digestion and assimilation, may be 
given, and oue or two meals of boiled bullock's liver Is beneflcisl, 
acting miluiy on the bowi Is. 

On the day after pupping she should be enticed out or tsken 
out (or a short time, that she may empty herself, and she should 
then be offered food, and each day she should be kept a little 
longer from the pups, ns the exercise taken la necessary and 
beneficial to her, and lncrca.ses her milk. She will, as the pups 
grow, require mure food,which should be given ottener and contain 
a larger proportion of meat, but no sudden change to a meat diet 
should be made, or it will bo likely, confined as she Is, to cause 
surfeit, and not unlikely even more serious conscquencefi. 

A little fresh hay should be added to the nest occasionally; 
and when the puppies buve got their eyes open, take advantage 
of the dam being out at exercise to change the bed entirely, clean¬ 
ing the place thoroughly, and sprinkling with a little Sanltas or 
Condy’s fluid properly diluted. 

If one or more of the teats appear to be blind or to have got 
dammed up. It should be freely bathed with warm water dally, 
or twice a day, and then well rubbed with camphorated oil or 
marshmallow ointment. • 

Where the puppies are the result of a metalliaiiee, or Irota other 
causes it Is not desirable to rear them, that wish should be ssc- 
rlficed In humanity to the poor mother. The maternal Instincts 
In the dog are remarkably strong, and It Is a most cruel thing to 
rob her of her puppies, so that at leaat one or two sbonid always 
he left for her to nurse. Another reason for this Is, that with 
no puppies to draw the milk from her she runs great risk of milk 
fever and the lormatlon of tumors In the teats. 

Nowadays, however, there are always plenty of pnre-bred pup¬ 
pies It Is dealred to rear, and whose owners are glad of the services 
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of a foster mother, and If these are substituted for her own, her 
attentions and aflectlona are soon transferred to the adopted ones, 
and no harm done. 

Treatment of Pupa in the Jfat.—I am often consulted as to 
treatment of pups In the neat when they are suffering from vari¬ 
ous ailments, but I think It foolish to force medicine down the 
throats of puppies at that age. 

In cases of purging, the finger smeared with milk, which has 
been thickened with prepared chalk, may be placed in the pup’s 
mouth, when the mixture will probably be swallowed and tend to 
check the diarrhoea, eometlmes this Is brought on by the pups 
being kept too close and warm. Whatever may be the matter 
with the pups at that early age. It is better to give the mother a 
mild aperient and vary the diet, than to physic them. 

When they begin to crawl about, It is a good plan, where It can 
he done, to have alongside the nest a boarded floor, such as an 
old door or some aucl. thing, on which Is nailed a bit of old 
carpet or sacking. The pups, getting a good foothold on this, 
can creep about easily. 

In breeds In which the tall is usually docked this should be 
done whilst the pups are still with the mother, and It Is well to 
remove dew-claws then also. The pain caused is very slight, and 
the mother’s tongue hsa the effect of healing and comforting the 
wounds. 

tVeaning Pupt .—When the dam is strong aud has a sufficiency 
of milk the pups should not be weaned before six weeks. All of 
them should, for some time, have been able to lap well, and even 
to eat meat and milk, thick porridge, broth, etc.; but It Is a mis¬ 
take to give very young pups meat at once on being weaned. 
That food should be gradually adopted, a little only, lorn Into 
thin shreds, being first given, for they have not the power of 
digesting It except In mlnnte qaantUles. 

As the time for weaning approaches the times of the bitch’s 
absence from them should be dally more and more prolonged. 

Potter .Volhert .—It Is not an uncommon Idea that the foster 
mother affects the mental qualities and temperament of the pups, 
but there Is no ground (or It; the milk of the foster mother and 
of the dam, if they are both healthy, will answer the same to 
chemical analysis. The after education the pup receives will 
affect the dog’s temper, manners, and ability for his special work, 
but the milk that nourishes him affects his pby.-lcal development 
only. 

When s foster mother has to be selected, see that she Is In per¬ 
fect health, and quite clean, free from vermin, etc., and she 
should not be old, for then the milk is rarely so good In quality 
or Bufflcleut In quantity. Smooth-coated bitches are preferable 
(or this purpose. 

To get a bitch to take to the aliens a little patience and tact 
must be used. If she Is kept away from her own pups for a time, 
until the udder Is full of milk, she will be more likely to let the 
strange pup suck, as It will relieve her; or she may be cheated 
into accepting the strangers by putting them, one at a time, 
whilst she la kept away. In the neat with her own, and In this 
way gradually removing her own and substituting the others. In 
any case, watch her behavior to the stranger; If she ltck.o It all Is 
well, but If she treats it as au Intruder she should be muzxled or 
held; but this is rarely needed If plenty of time Is taken, and 
patience and gentleness exercised. 

Feeding Puppies .—On the feeding the growth and health of the 
puppies largely depend. I find them thrive beat on a varied 
diet, everything I give being well cooked, except that occasionally 
I give a little sound lean beef or mutton raw, and this I find. If 
not overdone, of great benefit to weak puppies. It should be 
given finely minced to young ones. 

Cows’ milk. It has been contended, produces worms In puppies 
If given unboiled. I have never found a single person bolding 
this opinion who could produce a shred of proof In support of It, 
and I think It a theory most unlikely to be correct. Cows are, 
unlike dogs, very little subject to worms, and If they were, I 
doubt very much If the milk le at all a likely secretion In which 
to meet with the embryo of these parasites. I have no doubt, 
however, that cows’ milk le often too rich for the aaslmllatlve 
powers of puppies, and makes them 111 when given undiluted. 

Oatmeal porridge, stale bread, puppy- biscuits, with milk, or 
broth from sheeps’ beads, rough bones, or pieces of lean meat, a 
few green vegetables being added, generally suits puppies well; 
and a little bit of dry biscuit and a rough bone too big for them 
to break, to play with and exercise their teeth on. Is also benefi¬ 
cial. 

For the first three or four months they should be fed four times 
a day, letting them at each meal eat as much as they will, but 
removlDg any food remaining as soon as they appear satisfied. 

The dishes should be thoroughly cleansed after each meal; 
clean cold water should be always within their reach. The an¬ 
tiquated practice of putting a lump of roll brimstone in the 
water has no practical value, the sulphur being as Insoluble as a 
paving stone, 

Freeh air, tunihine, and exercise are as necessary to healthy 
development as good food and water. The kennel yard should 
slope so as to be kept dry; a southern aspect la the best. A few 
empty champagne cases turned upside down make good seats for 
them to mount, and the pups like to play hide-and-seek round 
them, and get good exercise In clambering over or jumping on to 
them. 

Occasional runs In field or lane, where the pups can get couch 
grass. Is beneficial, besides which the change Is in Itself good for 
them. 

Weak lege and tendency to rickets Is best corrected by the 
above means, but as an aid lime water (a wlneglsssful to half a 
pint of milk), given dally, and Parish's syrup of phosphates, called 
by the druggists "chemical food,” given two or three times a 
day, often does great good. Ck)d liver oil Is preserlbed very much 
at random. It should not be given to puppies except Id debility; 
It fattens too much, and a fat heavy pup Is apt to go wrong In 
the legs. 

rermiM.—Puppies are very often preyed on by parasites living 
on or In the skin. Leaving out the parasites of mauge, they are 
pestered by Seas, and also, although not so generally, by lice and 
licks; the two former living on, the latter partially burrowing in 
the skin. 

Regular search sbould be made (or these, especially If a puppy 
is seen to scratch himself much, which. If the parasites bWome 
numerous, be will do till the skin is broken, and nasty sores are 
formed. 

Spratt’s patent dog soap, which has the advantage of being 
absolutely free from poison, le the best and pleasantest to use, I 
have tried; it kills all three parasites named. Field’s medicated 
dog soap Is also very effectual, but has the trifling disadvantage 
of being dark In color. I object to carbolic acid soaps, as they 
polsou by absorption, several such Instances having come under 
my own obeervation. 

Perfect cleanliness lu the kennel Is the best preventive of para¬ 
sites In the pnps. 

Semoval of Oev Clam .—This Is best done when the puppies 
are still with the mother. All breeds at dogs have these extra 
toes. Id some coses there is a bony attachment, In others the 
dew claw is held by a loose ligament, The nail may be drawn 
out with a pair of small pincers, or cut off close to the leg with a 
pair of sharp shears; the latter la the cleaner process. 

Cropping the £ars.—This Is done when the puppy Is ahoDt 


seven or eight months old. To make a neat job of It, cut a piece 
of paper the exact shape U Is desired the ears shall be; spread on 
this some Canada balsam, or a charge made as follows: Canada 
balsam, Siox.; yellow resin, |oz.; melt together, spread on thin 
leather or paper, and put on whilst still slightly warm. The dog 
being held firmly by an assistant, the operator, with a pair of 
strong sharp 8cK-:ore, cuts along the edge of the pattern paper. 
Friar's bslsam should be at once applied to stop the bleeding. 
The paper with the charge may be left on as a support. 
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The spaniel Is a breed of undoubted antiquity; It Is presumed 
to have been known to and prised by the Romans, for it Is clearly 
figured ou some of the latter monnaienta, and appears to be iden¬ 
tical with the Canis Tuscus, described In such eulogistic terms 
by Nemesis In bis "Cynegetlcon”:— 

Qnlu cl Thuscoiiim non vst exiremn voluplss 

Stepe canuni, forms cat illls licet ubslln vtllo. 

The most ancient use of the spaniel appears to have been In 
connection with falconry. Iii the “Booke of Kalconrle or Hawk¬ 
ing” (A. D. 1611), published by Turbervlllc, we find among the 
contents “A little treatise, translated out of the Italian tongue, 
touching the diseases happening to spuuyels with their cures.” 
and ou referring to the page we come to "A treatise ami dis¬ 
course of the cure of spaniel.s when they lie any way over heat; 
devised and written by .Mods. Francesco Sforzlno Vicenlino, the 
Italian Oentleman-Falcouer; " and under the title there lea cut 
representing a falconer lu trunk hose with a hawk on bis fist, ac¬ 
companied with barebe-ided attendants and four spaniels. 

Thie treatise commer.cea thus:—"How necessary a thing a 
spanlell Is to Falconrle, and for those that use that pastime keep¬ 
ing hawks for their pleasure and recreallon, I deem no man 
doubteth. So wel to 6(iriug and rctrlve a (owle being flowen to 
the marke, as aNo dryers other ways to assist and ayde Fal¬ 
cons aud (ioahawkes. Wherefore seeing that bllherto in my col- 
Icctlou I have spoken altogether of hawkes both for the field and 
river, aud In my concelte have lelt few ncedfull poynts for a 
good falconer uutoucht or Ireatcii of ; now I shall not do amiss, 
nor wander over wide from my purpose, if I say soniewhai of 
spanlells,without the which a falconer (specially using to Use the 
field), cannot be without malme of bis pastime, and Impair of his 
gallant glee. And agalne, for that they are subject to many dis¬ 
eases and plagues (as Wee commonly tcarme them) for dogges, 
and longer that they are witlioiil Infection wee may expect from 
them no pleasure, assUstance, or recreation. I will only In this 
treatise describe you ihclr ti.irmcs with cures due to the same, 
among all which 1 place the mangle first, as the capital! cuemie 
to the quiet and beauty of a brave spanlell, wherewith the poor 
dogges are oftentimes greatly pliigm-d, both to the infccllon of 
their fellowea and the no slender griefc of theyr mastcr.s.” Here 
follow three prescriptions f;)r the cure of the "mangle,” as well 
as a way to cure II "without any utiguciil” in cases where the dis¬ 
ease Is slight. After this arc cures (or other Ills, aud the whole 
winds up with the following conclusion“Thus much I thought 
good to write of spauiclts ami their diseases aud cures, for that 
they are superintendents and necessary servants both for the 
Hawke and Falconer, without wbome the sporte would bo 
but colde; and the toylc far more than it is to the man. Where¬ 
fore It shall not be amlsse for a good Falconer always to breede 
and keepe of the heat kinde of spanlells that he may come by, 
and so to respect them ss they heate not at eny time, or if they 
doe by misfortune or negligence of your lackey boyc, then to re¬ 
gard their cure, which may be done In manner as I have heere 
setdowne; and wlth«ll to use due correction to the boyc. For 
a good spaniel! is a great jewel!, and a good spanlell maketb a 
good Hawke, and a curst inaister a careful footman. Farewell.” 

The only explanation wc can suggest for the absurd fancy that 
the best kind of spaniels arc less liable to heat or surfeit than 
those of less breeding Is, that being of a higher v.Jue, they re¬ 
ceived more care and looking after. 

In hls table of British dogs Ur. Calus illvhleJ tbefomling dogs 
Into spaniels (Hinpanuilla), setter-s ([iithx), and water spaniels 
or fynders {Agiealicus), while under the dcn.nnluatlon l.ap dogs 
there l.s only the spaniel-gentle or comforter i.lfilltieus or Futor). 

Pennant follows In the same line:—“The third division of the 
more generous dogs comprehends those which were used In 
fowling; first, the Hupaniolue, or spaniel; from the name it may 
he supposed that we were Indebted to Spain for this breed. 
There were two varieties of this kind, the first used lu hawking 
to spring the game, which are the same with our starters. The 
other variety was used only (or the net, and was called Index or 
the setter, a kind well known at present. This kingdom has 
long been remarkable for producing dogs of this sort, panlcular 
care having been taken to preserve the l)reed lu tiie utmost 
purity. They are still distinguished by the name of English 
spaniels, so that notwithstanding the derivation of the name. It 
is probable that they are nallves of Great Britain. We may 
strengthen our suspicion by saying that the first who broke a dog 
to the net was an English nobleman of most illsiingubbed 
character, the great Robert Dudley, Duke of Nonhuinberlaud.” 
It Is to be queried whether hls pride of natlonallly did not carry 
Pennaut to an erroneous Sf:llleiueut of the spaniel’s origin. 

The author of the Bporirmau's Vabinei says that the pure En¬ 
glish springing spaniel and setter differ very little except in 
else; and vary only in a small degree if any from a red, yellow, 
or liver and white, which appears to he the external standard of 
this breed. They are, be obMtves, nearly two-fifths less than the 
setter In height and strength, that they arc delicately formed, 
ears long, soft, and pliable; coat wavy and silky; tall bush) and 
pendulous, aud eyes and nose either red or black. 

Edmund de Langley, In speaking of this breed, says a good 
spaniel should not be over long In the coat, bat that hls tall 
should be rough. "Her ryght craft is with the perterich and the 
quaile; It is a good thing for a man yat bath a good goshawke or 
tercelleor sparbawke for ye porterlch to have soche hounds, and 
also whan tbel byn 1 taught to be couchers thel byu good for to 
take ye perterich and ye quaile with a ncite. Also thel byn 
good, whan thel byn taught to swynie, and to be good for ye re- 
trivc and forfowlea whan the! byn dyved.” 

In unpreserved countries and where partridges are not over 
plentiful, a brace or a brace :ind a half of well broken spaniels 
are as useful as a man can wish, hut to bo thoroughly pleasurable 
they must be thoroughly well broken, under perfect command, 
and free from noise and riot. Wlih wild spaniels you will gel 
(ewer shots, though they may put up more birds. Mule spaniels 
will be found more killing than babblers, which disturb and scat¬ 
ter the game before one can get within range. 

Were greater pains and attention bestowed, spaniels might In 
course of time be rendered as steady as setters, and be brought 
to quarter their ground artistically, carry a high and tender nose, 
point, back and work obediently to the band; but unfortunately, 
a spaniel's education Is too often confined to teaebing him to 
keep within range, to "seek dead,” and somcllmcs, but not al¬ 
ways, to refrain from hunting fur. 

"The breaking of spitnlels is no easy mailer, and to do it prop¬ 
erly takes a long lime. The first object of Importance Is to get 
them to bunt wlthlu range, aud which Is seldom accomplished 
without the aid of the check cord. For the benefit of those 
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who have never eeen the check cord In uae, we will here descrl^ , 
Its application; From fifteen to thirty yarda Is the uaual length ; 
of the cord, and Ite thlckneaa that of a log, or, aa Mamen term 1^ 
cod line; one end la faaleoed by a collar to the dog a neck, and j 
the other—which la whipped with waxed thread to aayc It from j 
fraying—left to trail the ground. White cord will be found , 
beat, being more readily aeeo. Thla almple apparatua being | 
"fixed up," you atart the dog to bunt, and In caae he la about to 
exceed the length of hla tether you have almply to tread suddenly 
and firmly on It to bring the dog to a halt. Thla movement 
should be accompanied by the voice or a signal of the Ijand, and 
It la wonderful In what a short time even the moat reckless, 
headstrong pupil will, by asaoclatlng the one with the other, un¬ 
derstand what la required of him. With an animal Inordinately 
troublesome, a much longer and thinner cord la recommended, 
but It is to be remembered a thin cord Is more liable than a thick 
one to get entangled and twisted. The best algnat to associate 
with the Jerk of the cord la a soft whistle, which should always 
be executed In the same note, and In a cheerful key. 

With the uulveraal adoption of the breech loader the down 
charge" Is not now Insisted on as a part of the spaniel educa¬ 
tion ; Indeed. It was always regarded rather as a fine art than a 
necesaltv. Many keepers, however, like to see their s^n els 
either pause or drop behind at the discharge of a gun.—Cauac- 
TACU9, In Stock-Kfr/J er.

I read an article In which the writer, Mr. J. 8. Niven, In bis re¬ 
marks, sod In eitraete from other writers on the (^rdon setter, 
coincides with the many pleasant talks I have had with those 
fond of field sports. I have often thought of expressing my 
views on this subject, and I cannot remain silent any longer. 

The Gordon setter. In my estimation. Is the grandest of all 
field dogs: one has only to behold him when he strikea his “‘"J 
attitudes In pointing, to admire him. They aeem to have the 
faculty of always knowing where to hunt their game, not work¬ 
ing over an hundred-acre field as though they were seeking the 
eplrlt of eome departed bird, but always working In a buslneas- 
llL manner. It makes no difference to ‘•‘f 
whether he Ison the bills of Maryland or the prairies of the We*^ 
his powers of endurance have equaled thoae of any dog I ever bunted 
over, and hla nose never being equaled. It proving aa keen In the 

heat of Summer aa In the frosty winds of Autumn. 

Mv first fondness wee for a pointer, next an English setter, then 
an Irish setter, and lastly the Gordon, which I have found to ex¬ 
ceed all others In the requiremente that are requisite, a* 

staunchness on point, backlog, retrieving, style and pace. They 
will face the stouteat brier patch, and take the coldeat water to 
retrieve their game. Such has been my personal experience with 
them, ftD experience of several years of hard hunting over them, 

In the West, North and South. ^ , __ 

For fear this may lead the uninitiated astray, I say to them that 
Buch Gordons as I have described are not to be found on the show 
bench. Under the standard of Stonehenge, by which the judges 
are guided, they are required to be of a size that I claim Is too 
heavy by far to answer the requiremente of a flret-claaa field dog. 

I do not wish to be understood as meaning that the bench shov 
type of Gordon la not as good on game, but I do claim that they 
are too heavy, and consequently are lacking In endurance, and 
not to be compared with those of lighter form. 

Oh I ye lovers of the Gordon setter, leave the beaten track and 
discard the heavy framee; have the standard changed to a dog 
weighing shout fifty pounds, standing In height about twenty- 
three and one-half to twenty-four 1nche^ and well coupled, and, 
when you have succeeded In getting the Gordon bred to these re¬ 
quirements, I will vouch for It that you will see a strain of dogs 
with few eqnale, and no snperiora In the field. But If yon con¬ 
tinue to breed as you have been doing, you will be only perpetu¬ 
ating an old man’s dog. Maloou*.

THE EFFECT OF EASTERN CAME LAWS ON 
WESTERN CAME. 

In this Issue we publish two communications from SprIoKfleld, 
Mass., one from the Hon. E. H. Lethrop, and the other from our 
well-known correspondent Shadow, which show that prairie 
chickens but recently trapped, and consequently to violation of 
the law, are belnp sold in the Eastern markets. 

No better evidence U needed to prove the Injurious effect of 
keeping the Eastern markets open for the sale of game after the 
Western markets hare closed, and until the Eaetern States close 
their markets to the sale of game at the same time as the Western 
Ststes do theirs, there is but little hope for s thorough enforce¬ 
ment of the game laws In the Weet. 

We have always contended, and we think It Is a fact generally 
recognized, that the most effectual way In which to stop the kill¬ 
ing of game out of season Is to prevent the sale of It, for by doing 
so the Inducement to kill It Is removed. 

If the Massachusetts game law prohibited the sale of game, as 
It should, at the present season of the year there would not he a 
market for the prairie chickens our correspondents saw for sale, 
but as It Is now the MasBaebusetts markets Invite the destruction 
of game, since they open a sale for It. 

The Chicago and 8t. Louis dealers complain bitterly against 
what they consider an Injustice to them In closing the markets 
In the West In January, while the New York and Massachusetts 
markets are permitted to remain open, for as they, with justice, 
contend, closing the markets in the West does not stop killing 
the game out of season, but has the effect only of diverting It 
from Chicago and St. Louis to Eastern markets. 

The largest game dealers In the West realize that the time has 
come when the game must be protected, and they are anxious to 
adopt such measures as will force the email dealers and those who 
kill out of season to obey the law, but with Eastern markets open 
they are powerless. 

It Is an error to suppose that all the game which goes to the 
Eastern markets passes through the bands of Chicago and St. 
Louis dealers. While some of It does, yet the majority is 
shipped directly through to the East In barrels marked poultry, 
roll butter, etc. On the let of each January the Eastern game 
dealers flood the West with notices to the effect that the West¬ 
ern markets having closed, those having game for sale ahould 
ship to them. Only last week forty barrels, containing eight 
dozen to the barrel, of prairie chickens, in all three thousand, 
eight hundred and forty birds, were shipped to New York, for 
the purchase of which flve hundred dollars was advanced by a 
New York game dealer. The birds were from Iowa, and lately 
trapped. Our informaut Is thoroughly reliable, and was per¬ 
sonally cognizant of the fact, but declined, In giving us the 
Information, to state the names of buyer and seller. 

Now If these birds could not have been sold ifl the East they 
would not have been trapped, but the market being open there, 
the Inducement to kill them out of season was quite as great as 
If the Western markets were open. 

Before the Massachusetts legislature Is pending a bill which 
prohibits the taking or killing of prairie cblckena, except upon 
the grounds of owners, and then only such birds as such owner 
may have placed there, which Ignores a close or open season, and 
virtually permits prairie chickens to be sold at any time. The 
bill allows quails to be sold during January, February, March 
and April, if the quails were legally taken or killed—according 
to what statute? The Massachusetts statute| but Irrespective of 
the statutes of other states. 

The fact that in case of prosecution the onus of proof Is thrown 
on the defendant to show that the quails were not taken or 
killed contrary to the provisions of the act, does not change the 
effect of the law on other states, for we have an Illustration of 
the effect of such a provision In the case reported in our last 
Issue from Ohio. As will be remembered, H. J. Cain was pro.e- 
cuted for exposing for sale In Cincinnati, quails killed between 
the 1st of January and the 17th of February of the present year. 
The defendant did not deny exposing the quails for sale, but 
claimed the statute of Ohio bad not been violated, since It pro¬ 
hibits the exposure or sale of game caught or killed during the 
eloM uaton in Ohio, and the quails offered for sale by him were 
killed In Illinois. The judge very properly acquitted him, as ac¬ 
cording to the wording of the statute, he had not violated the law 
of Ohio. But bow about Illinois, the statute of which prohibits 
killing quails after January 1, and allows flve days beyond that 
date to dispose of those on hand I Illegal In Illinois to kill them, 
but not Illegal to dispose of Illinois’ Illicit game in Ohio. 
It so happens that we know all about the game 


Cain offered for sale. They were killed during the 

open season in Illinois, sod not having been sold 

when the season closed In Illinois were sent from Chicago to St. 
Paul, where they wore frozen and shipped to Cain, who knew the 
loop-hole In the law; and just here we would remark that game 
dealers can see a defect In a game law sooner than any other 
class of men; naturally, wo presume, since they are Interested In 
the sale of game. But that they were legally killed In Illinois, the 
Court did not know.nor did It consider It, as it did not have jurla- 
dlctlon over the question. We are pleased to learn from Uloan 
that the necessary amendment baa been offered to the Ohio 
game law, to make it conform to the Illinois law.so that the Mag- 
ner decision will hold good In Ohio. The smendment passed the 
Ohio Senate on Friday, and will beyond doubt puss the House this 
week. 

To return to the bill before the Massaebueetts legislature, It 
may be the beat law the Massachusetts Fish and Game League 
can get through the Massachusetts legislature, but It cannot 
but be seen bow pernicious Its effects will be on the game of other 
statea, especially the Western Stales, since It opens a market, and 
thereby creates an Inducement to Western market shooters and 
trappers to violate the laws of their respective states. If this Is 
not a “Refrigerator" law, and In every way as pernicious as the 
law which was proposed to be presented to the New York legisla¬ 
ture, we fall to see the difference; and yet we have the strange 
anomaly of a New York cotempurary Indorsing the Massachus¬ 
etts Refrigerator law and hoping It will pass, while the breath is 
yet hot with which it denounced the New York Refrigerator law. 
Consistency I 

The proposed NewjYork law, a synopsis of which we published 
In our Issue of March 10, permits game birds to be sold to Feb¬ 
ruary 1, and venison to March 1, provided killed out of the ttale, 
or in the state within the periods provided by the law. With 
the New York market open to these periods the Impossibility of 
effectually enforcing the game laws In the Wesleru slate. Is 
apparent. 

Eastern sportsmen are equally interested with Westt rn sports¬ 
men In preserving the game in the West, for it Is to the West 
they have to look for their best shooting, as Is demonsirated by 
the large number who annually come West during the shooting 
season. They must, therefore, make their close season conform 
to the close season of the West, and must close their markets to 
the sale of Western game when the Western markets close, 
whether they have any of the varieties of the game birds or ani¬ 
mals In their ststes or not. If not, the Western states must con¬ 
form to the Eastern states, for the only way In which to get the 
co-operation of the Western game dealers In protecting the game 
during the close season, is to place them on an equal footing with 
the Eastern dealers, which a business and common sense view of 
the question indicates to be only just. But as the period for the 
close season selected by the Western states Is the result of a 
thorough knowledge an& consideration of the question as most 
certain to accomplish the object aimed at, the Eastern close 
season should conform to the Western close season; and until 
that is done, game protection in the West must necessarily be 
defeated of Its fullest effect. 


Tbe Untimely Fate of a Huntress.— But a short time since 
the New York >S'un published an account of the killing of two 
black bears by Miss Lottie Merrill, of Wayne county, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, a young huntress, eighteen years of age. Since then Mias 
Merrill has met a most tragic death, having been attacked In her 
hut by six bears, killed and eaten by them, and her remains, 
with tbe carcasses of her assailants, having been consumed by 
the bnrnlng of her csbin after the termination of the fatal com¬ 
bat. It appears she had, on the day of her death, killed a Bne 
buck, which she had dragged home on the snow. Six hungry 
bears, attracted by the smell of the blood, had followed 
the trail to Mias Merrill’s cabin, and. It Is presumed, attacked 
her after devouring the carcass of tbe deer. The brave girl bad 
undoubtedly made a heroic defense, as she bad evidently killed two 
of the bears before being overpowered. The carcass of one bear 
bad fallen against tbe cabin door, on tbe Inside, Imprisoning 
them all, when tbe cabin took fire and destroyed both tbe girl and 
her aasallanta. Within the cabin was found one of her bunting 
boots, her foot still lemslnlng In it, her bent bunting knife, and 
tbe an tiers of her last deer. Over three hundred persons attended 
her funeral. She was burled near bar burned cabin, and upon 
her grave were placed a pair of antlers and a hemlock slab, bear¬ 
ing the following rude epitaph; “Lottie Merrill lays here. She 
didn’t know what It was to be afeerd, but she had her last tussel 
with the bars, and they have scooped her. She was a good girl, 
and she Is now In heaven. It took six bare to get away with 
her. She was only 18 years old.’’ 


A Fltiko BquiRREL CniLD.—The Vincennes, Ind., correspond¬ 
ent of the Cincinnati Bnqutrer vouches for tbe fact that Mrs. 
George Klelnklaus,whose husband Is employed In a foundry In Vin¬ 
cennes, on the 34th of February last gave birth to a male child, 
weighing twelve pounds, which resembles a flying squirrel. Ac¬ 
cording to the Bnquirtr’c correspondent tbe forehead Is shaped 
like a squirrel, and a human nose, but a decidedly Inhuman 
upper lip. He asked tbe father If It bad teeth. With a shake 
of the head be replied: “ If you’d put yonr finger In his mouth 
once, you’d soon find out.*' Conclusion drawn from this: It has 
ti'eth. A growth of hair one Inch long covers Its head, and 
meanders down tbe back on to the body, over which it extends— 
a colored fuzz. In front of Its ears la also a fnzx, which re¬ 
minds one of a young American’s Incipient beard. The boy's 
complexion la a light manllla. The second and third Bugera on 
each band, and the relative toes on each foot are webbed to the 
tips. The others are webbed only midway. On tbe Ungers there 
Is a noticeable absence of the second joint, and tbe tip joint Is 


crooked like a claw. Tbe great toes on each foot are double 
From the elbow underneath each arm, to a line clrcamferentlsi 
with the navel, on each side of the body, extends tbe transpsr 
ent piece of skin, exactly like that of a flying-squirrel. The babe 
Is not a repulsive looking object by any means, and Its mother 
Is just as fond of It as If It had taken tbe blue ribbon at a baby 
show. One other pecullarlly Is tbe voice, which Is unlike that 
of the conventional baby. It resembles the peculiar sound 
made by a squirrel when It Is seized bold of by a strange band. 


Impoktino Game Birds. —A friend very kindly sends ua from 
Portland, Oregon, a copy of the Daily Oregontan, containing the 
following extracts from a letter from tbe Hon.O. N. Denny, U. 8. 
Consul General at Shanghai, China, to Mr. A. H. Morgan, of 
Portland, Oregon: “I mentioned In my last that It was my In¬ 
tention to try and stock our state with some of the finest varle- 
tlee of game pheasants found In China, and to this end I have 
been collecting them for some months past. I am sending by 
the ship Otago, of Port Townsend, Captain Royal commanding, 
about sixty Mongolian pheasants, to be turned loose In 
various sections of the state. These birds are dellcloua eating, 
very game, and will furnish fine sport. I also send eleven 
Mongolian sand grouse. These birds have very peculiar shaped 
feet, resembling somewhat those of a mole. Next I send seven 
—all 1 could possibly obtain before the ship sailed—Cbefoo part¬ 
ridges. I am collecting other varletlea which I will send in due 
time, some of them beautiful birds. Will you please co-operate 
with tbe Sportsmen’s club in the premises, and the members will 
see that due notice is given, so that ‘sbootlets’ will not kill them. 
Please lose no time in getting these birds at liberty aa soon ai 
they arrive." We hope this praiseworthy undertaking may prove 
successful, and that the new birds may be found valuable addi¬ 
tions to tbe game birds of our country, as we doubt not tbe; 
will. Since writing tbe shove we have learned that more than 
half of these birds died during tbe passage, a result greatly te 
be regretted. 

Unjust. —In our report of the Pennsylvania field trials, we 
stated the cause of the scarcity of birds at Quarryville to be tbe 
breach of faith by Mr. Wm. Roebm, who bad promised tbe Lan- 
caster County Game Protective Aaaoclation to preserve the game 
until after the trials, but Instead of doing so not only shot tbe 
quails oil himself, but invited friends to assist him in doing so. 
Our information, as we stated at the time, was received from two 
prominent members of tbe Lancaster Association, and they bad 
tbe best of reasons for making tbe etatement they did, as It came 
to them from sources they supposed to be reliable. Mr. Roebm 
has Inclosed us numerous aflAdavlts and letters by the best citi¬ 
zens In bis vicinity positively refuting the statement, and stating 
that, on the contrary, Mr. Roebm did all that could be done to 
preserve the game. The Lancaster County Game Protective As¬ 
sociation have made a thorough investigation of the subject, and 
have by resolutions. Inclosed to us, exonerated Mr. Roebm, 
which will be gratifying to all parties Interested in the trtale, aa 
tbe supposed unsportamanllke conduct of Mr. Roebm caused 
much Irritation, and to none more so than to us. ^t affords ua, 
therefore, much pleasure to be able to state that the charge 
against Mr. Roebm was entirely unfounded. 

Controversies. —A correspondent Inquires If, from our re¬ 
marks last week, be Is to Infer that in future we Intend to ex¬ 
clude from our colnmns criticism of awards at bench shows and 
field trials. We thought we were explicit but will endeavor to lie 
more so. Aa It seems to be a natural consequence, not only in 
America, but In Great Britain and elsewhere, that sporting events 
always provoke dlacueelons, from tbe fact that ao many different 
views are entertained of the results, it Is Impossible to preclude 
such dlacuselons from our columns. Indeed, to do so would be 
to detract much from the Interest in tbs paper, to pervert Its 
object, and to impair Ita neefulnesa; but at the same time there Is 
no reason why they should not be conducted in a gentlemanly man. 
ner, and tbe merits of tbe queetton under discussion adhered to, 
and personalltcB avoided. Unfortunately tbe disposition too 
often Is to attack tbe Individual, not the views expressed. Hence¬ 
forth, as we announced laat week, we cannot allow communica¬ 
tions teeming with personalities to appear In the CniOAOO 
Field, and correspondents must confine themselves to gentle¬ 
manly argument. Abuse never helps, but on the contrary weak¬ 
ens an argument. 

Arkansaw. —The question which Is tbe proper pronunciation, 
Arkansas or Arkansaw, has been agitated for a long time, and to 
a son of Arkansas, to the manor born, the sounding of the flnsl 
s has alwaya been an Innovation which grated harshly on his 
ears, and therefore not to be encouraged. The legislature ol 
Arkansas has finally settled the discussion, and by legislative en¬ 
actment has declared that It shall be pronounced Arkansaw,aa will 
be seen by the following: 

Jietoliied by both Houses of the General Auembly, That the only 
true pronunciation of the name of the state. In the opinion of 
this body, is that received by the French from the native Indians 
and committed to writing In the French word representing the 
sound, and that it ahonld be pronounced in three syllables, with 
the final “s" silent, the "a’’ in each syllable with the Italian sound, 
and the accent on tbe first and last syllables, being the pronun¬ 
ciation formerly universally, and now stlU most commonly used, 
and that tbe pronunciation with the accent on the second aylUbla, 
with tbe sound of “a" in “man,” and the Bounding of the ter 
mlnal “ s,’’ Is an Innovation to be discouraged.

Editor Cbioaoo Field; —I Errlved here frooi the Rio Qronde 
•lie day aftor Cbrlstmaa, and as I am now la the oldeat city la 
jloierica, I would like to ladulge la a little tradltloa aad history. 
I was showD a huuee said to have beeo area by Cotoaado to 1540. 
Other Spaniards report this city as a populous towa to 1649. 

The Palace was built prior to 1681. It occupies the eatlre 
garth aide of the Plaaa (a public square of about two aod a halt 
icret), and Is the moat noted of all adobe edIBcoa. It la one 
■lory high and baa a porch la front the eatlre length, but It Is 
got particularly grand la Ita architecture. My notions of a palace 
(ere not much devated on seeing It. It baa always been the 
opitol, and contains the governor's mansion, the legislative hall, 
the court rooms, and prison. Ita history Is one of great cruelty. 

It was built out of material taken from the old town CIcuye, 
vlilcb was the home of tbe Aztecs (on the same site) during the 
prehistoric ages. I could give you pages of mythical traditional 
ind legendary together with some history, but It would be out 
of place here. 

The city has an altitude of 7013 feet, with tbe surrounding 
oMUuUlns towering grandly above It. It Is the most pleasant 
place In the territory at which to spend a few days. Aftpr you 
ttre hilled your game In tbe valleys or mountains, come here, 
islie In tbe scenery, see tbe eights, study Ita antiquities and his¬ 
tory, and get your deer or goose cooked to perfection at Joe 
Cray’s English kitchen—the best restaurant In New Mexico. 

In looking over tbe sporting luteresta of the territory, I was 
sarprlsed to Sod but few who devote any time to tbe shot gun. 
yiiere la no “ shot gun policy " here, lu fact I did not Bnd 
gnny who hunt at all. I saw but few pointers and setters, and 
l^reseemed to be but little interest In anything pertaining to 
[rnulne sportsmanship. 

At Albuquerque and along the Rio Grande valley, I found some 
^otlemaiily sportsmen, and game of almost every kind, as you 
fill see from my last letter, is plenty In eeason. lu fact, the 
Rio Grande Is a kind of paradise for wild fowl. It has been 
cltloied as the borne of tbe wild goose, but It la only a faehloo- 
ihle watering place. It Is as select or exclusive as Saratoga or 
Lour Branch. Only tbe most noble aod gay are permitted to 
lerel on ita bars and banks, or In its pure, cool waters and delight- 
(tl. sunny climate, during tbe watering season. Herons aod 
aud-heus are excluded. None but geese are found here now. 
Tbets I found In great numbers. They stay all Winter on the 
lud-bars, or In places of their own choosing, and are not mo- 
bled. No one shoots at them. This Is the scene of their Blr- 
uUuns and courtships, but when they have selected their mates, 
ltd tbe vernal Impulses are felt, they go In colonies to their 
bones In tbe North. Their breeding places are their homes. 

Deer are plenty here. Six miles west of Socorro a gentleman 
uJ bis wife camped tbe Sunday before Christmas. Being short 
of meat, be killed two nice black tall deer. When he came Into 
MQ the next morning a butcher wanted to trade beef for bis 
cnlion. He refused to do this, and said he did not want any 
olbis (Spanish) sole leather beef. The day before this two mln- 
n went out from camp, at Water Canyon, In the afternoon, 
ibejr raw thirteen deer but only killed two. They also saw a 
liTRC nock of wild turkeys and killed one. They were not sports- 
WD. Uncle George Norton's boys do not hunt, but they have 
killed twelve deer around his place this Winter so far. 
Hitre is grand spurt In many places In tbe territory, but I could 
»i enjoy It. 1 bad no partner, and to hunt alone was something 
I could not do. 

I would like to spend a Winter season here with a few good 
pvtaere. Tbe Atchison, Topeka db Sante Fe railroad runs through 
ibe best part of the territory for good sporting; its facilities are 
111 that any one can ask for transportation, and Its gentlemanly 
aunagement is nusurpassed by that of any other corporation In 
IbU country. 

There are so many places of Interest to visit on or near tbe 
liie, and all surrounded by game of some kind, that a lively party 
•ould not tire for mouths. The memory of Kit Carson, whose 
iul resting place Is at Taos, Is associated with an expedition of 
tbli kind. Peace to his ashes. Eland.

Micbioan Game Notes. —Cannonsburg, Mich .—BdUor Chi¬ 
cago Field ;—Your correspondent Nanlt, from Palnesville, O., In 
his communication of March 4, says; “ It la not right that ducks 
that Ohio protects after April 1, should be shot In Michigan 
during April and May." is be correctl Are ducks allowed by 
law to be killed In this state after January 1 of each yearl They 
are not, as I read tbe law, as published by tbe Sportsmen's Asso¬ 
ciation of this state In their annual report of 1880. I remember 
reading an enthusiastic account of a trip made by an Ohio gen¬ 
tleman to Monroe, this state (I think) on a Spring duck shoot, 
which appeared In your columns last Spring, and I wondered then 
If some of tbe sportsmen of this state would not “ go for him," 
but I noticed they did not, aod now Nanlt says Spring duck shoot¬ 
ing Is allowed here, so I must be wrong. Will you, Mr. Editor, 
give us tbe factsi Personally, I am opposed to Spring shooting 
of any kind, but ducks are tbe only thing we have to shoot here 
In the Spring, and If the law allows It, I would like to know It. 
Our lakes are still shut up tight with no signs of opening. Quails 
we have none, except It Is now and then a covey, and the farm¬ 
ers are opposed to having them shot. Partridges (ruffed grouse) 
have wintered well, and squirrels have just beeo living “ high” 
on the unbusked corn in tbe field. While bunting squirrels I 
have seen numbers of tracks and some few grouse, where they 
have come Into tbe cornfields to feed on the corn shelled off by 
tbe squirrels. I have heard of one or two bevies of quails doing 
tbe same thing. Foxes have been very plenty (and are yet for 
that matter) this Winter. They have been run considerably and 
five or six captured. Parties with good bounds could gain both 
sport and lucre If they would visit this section. Q. T. Y. 

[The Michigan law prohibits tbe killing of wood ducks, teals, 
mallards, and gray ducks, after January 1, all other wild fowls 
being unprotected.—E d.] 


Notes. 

Lawbbnoe, Kan., March 80.—I send a few game notes for tbe 
benefit of those sportsmen who may be In quest of good duck 
shooting. Probably no place In the West can beat tbe Kansas 
Valley for good shooting. For the past few weeks tbe river and 
adjacent ponds have been literally alive with ducks, geese and 
brants. The warm weather has driven them North, and we bid 
them a sad farewell until Fall. We anxiously await the coming 
of tbe snipe, whose gamesbip is expected next week. Tbe fol¬ 
lowing large bags of ducks ware made one day lost week; 113, 
127 aod 133. While coming west over tbe Wabash Railroad, I 
fell In with that gentlemanly and congenial sportsman. Dr. 
Henry, of Jacksonville, III., who was on his ivay to the lakes In 
Central Illinois, on a bunting excursion. It the Doctor had only 
come west with me, and spent a day on Cameron's Island, or 
among tbe rushes of Silver Lake, be would have got rid of a large 
amount of ammunition, and heated his E. C. Green gun red hot. 
Quite a number of pelicans have been killed In this vicinity this 
Spring. A white swan was killed on the lake one evening last 
week. Fish are being taken In large quantities In nets. Qualls 
have wintered well, and will afford fine shooting during the very 
shortopen season fixed by our new game law. J. V. R. 

Habbisburo, Pa-, Marcb'28.—We are having very fair duck 
shooting on our river this Spring, and hope for better through 
April. Many geese b^ve passed this point, but most of them 
seem supplied with “through tickets," although several flocks 
have stopped off for refreshments, and a few of their number 
were treated with so much cold lead that they consented to re¬ 
main with us altogether. Tbe first pigeon match of tbe season 


took place at tbe park on Saturday, between the Harrisburg and 
Steelton gun clubs, five men on a side, fifteen birds each. Steel- 
ton won by five birds, but the score was not a good one, as tbe 
men bad to contend against tbe disadvantage of a heavy wind 
that made many driving birds, and In several Instances carried 
birds to fall dead just out of bounds. I am using the new 
DIttmar powder (gray) and like It quite aa much as the old. I 
have been shooting DIttmar ever since It was first offered to 
sportsmen, and It has given me entire satisfaction. 

Boathouse. 

Fairmont, Minn., March 30.— Although we have passed 
through a Winter of unparalleled severity, I am glad to be able 
to report the grouse all right. The Winter commenced so early, 
that four-fifths of the corn was left In the fields, therefore food 
has been abundant, and with plenty to eat, the pinnated grouse 
can stand a “heap" of cold weather. There la now a large flock 
feeding on nearly every corn field In this county, which Insures 
an abundance of birds for the next shooting sessou. Our legisla¬ 
ture In Its wisdom has extended tbe close season to September 
1, and the shooting season to December I. We bad but few 
quails In this country In tbe Fall, but from the best Information 
that I can get, tbe moat of them sre still alive. Geese and ducks 
are beginning to fly, and I hope to bag a few of them before 
May IS, which Is the commencement of the close season for 
aquatic fowl. Squib. 

New York, April 2. —Our Spring eeason Is very late. Ducks 
have been here for several weeks, but stay out on tbe river and 
open water and come little to tbe meadows to feed, consequently 
very few are hilled. Thousands and thousands of geese were ob¬ 
served going north during the last two stormy days. A few 
straggling snipes have been seen and killed In the vicinity of 
New York within a fortnight, but owing to the high water In 
and about the Hackensack marshes, our ground Is late. My 
brother found and killed the first this morning. Qualls aod 
ruffed grouse have not suffered as much as was feared. I have 
letters from reliable parties In different counties of both New 
York and New Jersey, that quite a number of quails have been 
found. In fact, some places, where birds were fed, report more 
birds now than In the Fall,as different flocks have collected there. 

Justus. 

Menomonee, Wis., March 30.—A destructive war (for pecuni¬ 
ary ends) has been waged during the past Winter by farmers and 
hunters, on the wild animals hereabouts. Since last November 
Dunn county has paid $471 as bounty on wild animals killed. 
There were thirty wolves, one hundred and twelve foxes, and 
thirty-seven wild cats. Most of them were killed with poison. 
A curious circumstance connected with the above-mentioned busi¬ 
ness happened several days ago. A son of John Borland, this 
county, while putting out poisoned baits, saw three wolves In the 
bushes; he threw his baits and retreated a few rods, one of the 
wolves came forward, ate, and In fifteen minutes was dead, and 
being dragged home by Borland. Me. 

Walballa, S. C., March 30.—A few snipes are making their 
appearance, being a good deal behind band this year. Ducks are 
also migrating. Partridges have wintered well, and very few. If 
any, were destroyed by the cold. Wo wound up tbe season, 
which ends March 15, In this state, with several half days’ excel¬ 
lent sport. Tbe mountains are enveloped In a snowstorm while 
I write, and some of tbe flakes are reaching us. To-morrow 
morning the snowclad summits will present us with a grand 
panorama. Edisto. 

Bbookvibld, Mass., March 30. —Qualls In this section have 
bad a hard time during tbe past cold Winter, very few being left. 
One of our sportsmen shot a ruffed grouse last Fall (In Novem¬ 
ber) that weighed twenty-five and one-quarter ounces. If Fields 
will make us a visit we shall be pleased to make him a present of 
It. E. 

Sprinopield, O., March 39.—A great many of our sportsmen 
have been ducking at tbe reservoir with both good aod bad luck. 
A considerable amount of Ice remains there, which makes boating 
laborious. Rurex. 

Fort Shaw, M. T., March 31.—Ducks have appeared. The 
curlew are the next to appear. They nest here.

r birds are not found to nearly equal numbers, the former being 
rnsl largely to excess of toe latter (at least to our experience), which 
jgh- would not be.tbe care If toe difference were one of rex alone. 
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How also account for the fact that each kind keeps generally by 
Itself, and has little Bssoclatlon with the other? Or for this other 
fact, that when, early In toe Spring, teals (and mallards) fiy 
much to couples-mated long before nesting —we Bod the pairs 
to be generally both cinnamon or both blue, which would hardly 
I be the case were the accepted hypothesis correct. 

“ Can you, out of your store of Information, help to confirm 
or correct us? At present the evidence seems to compel our 
conclusion, that It Is highly probable, at least, that the OUcurt 
does visit California, though unrecognized, and that It Is con¬ 
founded with the cinnamon teal, the female of which la aluillarly 
msrksd.'* 

In answer to these queries I would say—If doctors themselves 
did not so often differ—study the books, and learn bow to ob¬ 
serve, or else submit your mind to some authority, and there 
rest. I Incline to the belief that Diuom (s found to California; 
not numerously perhaps, nor everywhere. The bird Is known to 
breed to Alaska; Is found to Oregon; and It Is not Improbable 
that some of the species follow the coast southward; Just as the 
cinnamon teal has found Its way from South America north ward 
Into California-a welcome visitor, lately acclimatized there. 

Some ornlthologlste hold that the presence there of DUcon Is 
still an open question, and speak for more time and observation 
to deride toe point. Others, however, equally good, deny the 
fact and the probability, and among them the naturalist editor of 
an Eastern sporting paper, who, to reply to my queries, very 
courteously writes to these strong terms: It le certainly possi¬ 
ble that the blue wing occure on the Pacific coast as a straggler; 
but since numbers of competent ornlthologlste have for years 
been collecting on that coast, and none of them have ever tounil 
tola species there. It Is Improbsble. » * * • * Of all 

the teal with blue wings, killed on the Pacific coast by men who 
unquestionably know what a blue wing teal Is, all the females 
are blue wings, and all the males cinnamon. * * * * » 

• There la not the slightest evidence that a single male blue 

wing has ever been killed there.’’ 

This, If It be not an overstatement of facts, ought coiiclu 
; Bivciy to settle a question that Coues, however, declares to be 
yet an open one. I am Indebted to the same source for a nea 
, fact that explains one of the difficulties felt by my Callforuli 
friends. The large excess of blue wing over cinnamon teal Is 
( readily accounted for. he says, "by toe fact that the young ol 
tbe year of both sexes resemble toe female to plumage. Thr 
writer has found tbe male cinnamon to company with the female, 
which was Indistinguishable from the female blue wing, at tbe 
’ commencement of the nesting season"—which le a valuable 
contrlhulton to the current knowledge of the species.

Nbstiso Of Dombstio Piobons.—P ortland, Me .—Editor iVii- 
rago FWrf.-—The pigeons that Inhabit nearly all of the principal 
cities of North America, so Infrequently porch upon the branebw 
of trees as to make such an occurrence noteworthy. Their Deal¬ 
ing places are usually dovecots, the conilcee of bulldlDge, aod 
church towera, to which they carry twigs, straws, etc., for tbe 
construction of rude, flat nests, often barely sufficient to keep 
their eggs together. There pigeons may often be seen picking up 
twigs or straws to toe streets, and carrying them to their nests, 
and I have seen one vigorously pursued by a domestic sparrow lo- 
I tent on capturing tbe eame straw. I have recently witnessed the 
more unusual occurrence of pigeons alighting upon the UPP'’’ 
most branches of elm trees, aod breaking therefrom twigs, which 
were carried to form neate to the towers of churches near by. Oo 
examination of one of the nests thus formed. It proved to be quite 
bulky, and composed of live twigs, well laden with buds which 
had beeu untouched by the birds. I had observed this method 
practiced by tbe pigeons In tbe garden of toe Tullleries at Paris, 
but those pigeons built their nests on toe branches of the trees 
(as do our wild pigeons), and their habitual perches, by day and 
night, were the high branches of tbe trees, their customary habits, 
to this respect, being quite at variance with those of the pigeons 
Inhabiting American cities. This Instonce of breaking from the 
treea the twigs for nesting material la remarkable, from the IsCi 
that pigeons are soft-billed birds.
